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County approves $10.4 million budget

The Coffee County Commission 
opened its meeting Monday by rec- 
ognizing the Foster Grandparent 
Program. There were eleven out of 
twenty-two participants of the pro- 
gram present at the commission 
meeting. Commissioners also 
signed a proclamation proclaiming 
this week as Foster Grandparent 
Week in Coffee County. 

Monday’s meeting was relatively 
short with the commission approv- 
ing next year’s budget and hearing a 
report of the highway department's 
activity from county engineer 
Randy Tindell. 

Commissioners approved the 
Fiscal Year ‘99 budget by a 6 to | 
yote with Commissioner Doug 
Dalrymple casting the lone dissent- 
ing vote. The budget is $10.4 mil- 
lion - $.3 million less than last 
year’s budget. 

Commissioner Dalrymple 
expressed his concern over the 
amount of money being allotted for 
road work in the néw budget. He 
feels that not enough of the county 
residents’ tax dollars are being 
returned to them in the form of bet- 
ter (paved) roads. 

He cited that last year several 
thousand dollars of the road and 
bridge fund was transferred to the 
general fund and this year - 1999 is 
no different - -$122,000 of the R & 
B fund is set to go to the general 
fund. 

Commission Chairman Robert 
Stephens reminded Dalrymple that 
$288,000 comes out of the general 
fund for annual payment on the new 
Enterprise Courthouse - one of 
which has already been made and 
the new facility isn’t even occupied 
at this point! 
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Commissioner Kayo Lewis 
responded to Dalrymple, “Everyone 
is entitled to their opinion and cer- 
tainly Commissioner Dalrymple is 
entitled to his. Personally, I think 
we've done a good job on the bud- 
get.” 

He added, “I also think that we 
have done a good job on paving and 
fixing roads.” 

Engineer Tindell gave the com- 
missioners a comprehensive report 
of what his department had accom- 
plished during the past year. 

Some of the highlights of the 
report were as follows: resurfaced 
11 roads totaling 27.5 miles; con- 
structed 2 new bridge culverts; 
paved two dirt roads totaling 6 
miles; completed 16 culvert repair 
projects; striped centerline on 55 
roads; sprayed right-of-ways total- 
ing about 9,000 acres and mowed 
twice for about 4,500 acres; com- 
pleted 701 work orders from county 
residents; placed 6,215 tons of rock 
on dirt roads; blazed 2,358 miles of 
dirt roads; and moved more than 
206,080 yards of dirt for the con- 
struction of cell 4 at the county 
landfill at a savings of more than 
$302,000 (contract dollars) to the 
county. 

Tindell said, “1998 has probably 
been one of the busiest yeurs that 
I’ve faced as a county engineer.” 

He stated that the county had had 
more work under contract this year 
than ever in the history of the high- 
way department. 

Tindell concluded his report by 
saying, “I’m pleased with what 
we've done.” 

New Brockton Mayor Britt Lee 
addressed the commission on behalf 
of the New Brockton Senior Citizen 
Center. He told commissioners that

the Center's van (1988 model) was 
in bad shape and no longer trust- 
worthy. The van is used to deliver 
meals, go on field trips, take seniors 
grocery shopping, plus many other 
things. 

Lee asked for thé commission’s 
help in getting the van repaired or 
replaced. The commission voted 
unanimously to give the Center 
$2,500 toward this project. The 
Center has already raised $1,000 
toward this goal. 

Commissioner Linda Westbrook 
told commissioners that the com- 
prehensive engineering plan for a 
county water system had been com- 
pleted by Hicks & Associates. State 
Representative Garreth Moore was 
on hand to present the commission a 
letter committing $10,000 from 
ADECA (Alabama Department of 
Economic and Community Affairs) 
to go toward paying for this study. 

In presenting the letter to the 
commission, Moore complimented 
Westbrook on the work she had 
done in getting this study complet- 
ed. “She deserves all the credit for 
this - she did all the leg work,” he 
said. 

Finally, Commissioner Bernest 
Brooks asked for a status report on 
the implementation of accounting 
controls to hopefully prevent the 
stealing of county funds in the 
future. 

Kathy Lolley, assistant county 
administrator, noted that one of the 
biggest problems was that, in the 
past, one person was responsible for 
collecting money and recording the 
transaction. That is no longer the 
case. As many as four individuals 
will be involved in the collection

Most of last Thursday’s business 
dealt with routine matters such as 
out-of-state travel, accepting bids 
on building maintenance, and pre- 
sentations. 

Two members of the local press, 
Shelley Brigman with The 
Enterprise Ledger and Marvin 
McILwain, editor of The Elba 
Clipper, were presented resolutions 
placing them on the Alabama 
Association of School Boards’ 
statewide Media Honor Roll. The 
two reporters were recognized by 
the board for their balanced and 
accurate reporting of challenges 
facing the schools, and the achieve- 
ments of both teachers and students. 

The board recognized Stanley 
Walker, former principal of New 
Brockton High School, for his 23 
years of dedicated service to educa- 
tion. He was presented a plaque. 

Board members granted a request 
by Superintendent Roger Bowden 
that Lori Carter be allowed to attend 
a seminar on the Pre-School Early 


Intervention Program. The event is 
being held in Niceville, rioriua, 


Superintendent Bowden informed 
the board that he would seek class 
waivers from the State Board of 
Education. 

He stated that several classes in 
the county system exceed the state- 
mandated pupil-teacher ratio, Most 
of the classes are only slightly - one 
to two - over the required number 
with the largest overage consisting 
of four students. 

Bowden’s grounds for the request 
are based on two facts; one - the 
county has spent all the money 
allotted by the state on hiring new 
teachers and in addition, hired six- 
teen more teachers using local funds 
and funds acquired through federal 
programs; two - the county has run 
out of space and no funds are avail- 
able to build new classrooms, 

The superintendent told board 
members that he felt confident that 
the waivers would be granted by the 
state, 

Board members were presented 
with copies of state and federal laws 
recently passed that will affect cer- 
tain board policies. They were 


asked to review them and be ready 
at the next meeting to pass appro- 
priate measures incorporating them 
into the adopted policy. 

The members were also asked by 
Bowden to review the 
ParenUStudent Information Guide 
and adopt it at the next meeting. “It 
will carry the weight of board poli- 
cy,” he said. 

Another matter brought to the 
board’s attention was that of unitary 
status - unitary meaning that all 
races are treated equally and as a 
unit. 

Bowden stated that Coffee 
County School System is one of 
eighteen school systems that have 
not been declared unitary by U. S. 
District Judge Harold Albritton. 

The judge has scheduled a meet- 
ing with representatives from these 
18 school systems to lay out the 
necessary steps that will need to be 
taken in order for them to receive 
unitary status.

The Elba City Council met 
Monday evening for a 30 minute 
session. However during that time 
they made hospital board appoint- 
ment, reviewed a proposed 1998-99 
city budget, received a recommend- 
ed ordinance establishing a reserve 
police force and paid the bills. 

Four hospital board members, 
whose terms are expiring, were 
reappointed for another term. They 
are Virgil Coleman, Clayton 
Hickman, Pete Cash and Carolyn 
Brunson. 

Bills totaling $43,834.26 were 
approved for payment. Several 
major items in this total were: 
$8,381.02 for vehicle and equip- 
ment repairs; $1,222.60 asphalt mix 
for street repair; $3,010.92 for 
architect services at city hall; 
$1,494.44 for chemicals; $2,884.00 
for that all important flood insur- 
ance on city hall, police station, fire 
station and Legion Field press box; 
$4,382.33 furniture for police 
department, library and Senior 
Citizens building; $1,628.88 for 
library books; $3,194.00 for storm 
drain pipe; $1,416.75 Elba’s share 
of the Coffee County EMA office

expenses; and $866.98 membership 
dues in the Alabama League of 
Municipalities. 

The budget under consideration 
by the city council is $108,333 
lower than the budget for the cur- 
rent year. Most of this amount, 
$105,000, is a reduction in project- 
ed cash carryover. The new budget 
proposal totals $2,058,067.00. It 
will be voted on at a later meeting. 

The only capital investments pro- 
jected for the upcoming year are 
$35,000 for a new fire truck and 
$25,000 to resurface tennis courts in 
the recreation department.

A phone call from George Wallace was not unusual during his polit- 
ically active days. If your name got into his massive data bank (he 
was a walking computer of names) you could expect an occasional 
call. Probably one of the last of these we received was just before he 
officially announced for his last term as governor. Always the true 
politician, he wanted to know our opinion of his chances of being 
elected again. Our answer was a question, “Governor vafter what you 
have gone through, why would you even consider getting back into 
that rat race and letting them beat on you some more?” His answer 
prompted us to respond,"Go for it Governor.” Of course there 1s no 
doubt his mind was already made up and he was just searching for 
more votes when he called us, What he said in answer to the “why” 
question was that the endless activity of the governor's office helped 
take his mind off the terrible pain he suffered every minute of his 
life.

ing, except for medical reasons);

A student standing erect with 
arms positioned at sides must be 
able to touch the fabric of his/her 
garment with the middle finger. If 
the fabric cannot be touched, the 
student is in violation of the dress 
code because of short length of the 
garment. 

Exceptions may be made by the 
principal to any of the above when 
physical or other circumstances 
warrant or for certain groups during 
performances or special activities as 
authorized by the principal. 

The penalty for violation of the 
dress code is a Class I violation 
according to the Coffee County 
Code of Conduct, However, in the 
event that a student is sent home to 
change an article of clothing, the 
violator will make up missed time 
away from school in detention.

TIGERS CONTINUE VICTORY DROUGHT WITH LOSS TO OPP 


The Elba Tigers saw their victory drought continue last week as the 
Tigers slipped to 0-3 on the season with a 28-6 loss to the Opp Bobeats. The 
loss to the SA Bobcats really wasn’t unexpected, and the score was closer 
than many predicted. However, it was still a loss, and more losses are cer- 
tainly not what the Tigers need as they try to regroup and return to their 
winning ways of the past. Since Coach Mack Wood retired back after the 
‘94 season the Elba Tigers have posted a record of 13-22. Over the last 25 
games the Tigers’ record is 6-19, and over the last 14 games the Tigers 
stand at 2-12, The losses can’t be blamed on a lack of desire by the play- 
ers, or a lack of hard work by the coaches, but the mounting losses certainly 
have the Elba Tiger fans wondering what has gone wrong, and what can be 
done to turn things around.

Back to the loss to Opp....the Tigers had a chance to gain the momentum 
early after a fumble recovery, but a blocked punt turned the tide and the 
Bobcats never looked back in claiming the win. Elba’s offense was never 
able to get anything going against the quick and hard-hitting Opp defense, 
but the Tigers never backed down, and ran the football 41 times. 
Quarterback Bradley Bowers showed surprising speed and plenty of 
courage as he ran for 49 yards on 7 carries and scored the Tigers’ only 
touchdown on a 63-yard run, while Keni Mitchell just kept butting heads 
with the Opp defense and fought for 48 yards on 11 tries. The Elba offense 
didn’t move the chains many times and didn’t score many points, but it kept 
fighting until the very end and showed real pride in playing hard for all four 
quarters. 

The Elba defense was out-manned by the big Bobcat line and backs, but 
like the offense it never backed down from the challenge and played hard 
until the final horn. Opp kept fresh backs in the game and had four backs 
that carried the ball eight times or more, and it was simply a case of Opp 
having too many weapons on offense for the Tiger defense to contain. Elba 
has now allowed 101 points in three games, and no matter how you look at 
it, that is simply way too many points for the Tigers to allow if they have 
hopes of winning some football games this season. 

The Tigers will have an open date this week, and it couldn’t have come 
at a better time for both the players and coaches.

straight lopsided losses, because they are dedicated to teaching the players 
what it takes to win, and still have no wins to show for the hard work. 
Elba’s final five games will certainly not be pushovers; however, the Oppo- 
nents appear to be ones that the Tigers will at least match up with, and 
maybe the Tigers will be fresh physically and mentally when they return to 
the field next week down in Geneva County. Let’s hope so, for the sake of 
the players!

The Elba Tigers fell behind early 
and never recovered Friday night as 
they fell to the Opp Bobcats 28-6, in 
Elba’s Tiger Stadium.

Brandy Brannon gained 
41 yards on five carries to spark the 
Bobcat scoring march, and it was 
Brannon that got the touchdown on 
a 4-yard dash, Dilliard added the 
extra-point, as the Bobcats moved 
their lead to 14-0 with 10:20 
remaining in the second stanza. 

A pass interception put the 
Bobcats right back in scoring posi- 
tion at the Elba 17-yardline, and 
Opp moved to a first down at the 
Elba 13 after a pass interference 
penalty. The Elba defense was 
determined to keep the Bobcats out 
of the endzone, and did just that as 
on fourth down the Tigers Tony 
Burks made a touchdown-saving 
tackle on Opp’s Willie Wilkerson at 
the Elba 7-yardline!

College Tuition (PACT) program, 
and State Treasurer Lucy Baxley 
encourages parents to consider 
enrolling their children now.

Patrick was given a hearing before a 
three-member personnel review 
board and Elba Police Chief R. W. 
“Ronnie” Whitworth’s recommen- 
dation to terminate him was upheld. 


The review board was made up of 


Elba Mayor James E. Grimes, Elba 
Water & Electric Board Chairman 
Tim Johnson, and Councilman 
Harold Bannin (Patrick’s choice for 
the review board). 

After hearing testimony from the 
chief, several police officers, and 
other individuals, the board made its 
decision to follow the chief’s rec- 
ommendation and recommend ter 
mination to the full city council at 
its next regular meeting (Monday, 
September 28). 

Officer Patrick, a 15-year veteran 
of the Elba Police Department, has

The Elba Water & Electric Board 
met Tuesday evening, September 
15th in the temporary city hall on 
Claxton Avenue. Chairman Tim 
Johnson conducted the meeting. 

The Board reviewed the financial 
reports, discussed a budget for the 
coming year, revived the electrical 
surge protection program discussed 
several years ago, approved the 
monthly bills for payment, 
approved support of the new Elba 
Economic Development Board.The 
board also discussed the hiring of 
two temporary employees for a 
maximum of three months to help 
with the grounding program for the 
electrical system. 

The cash flow report shows that 
water sales continue to fall short of 
monthly expenses for that depart- 
ment. The entire system continues 
to be supported by the sale of elec- 
tricity, which constantly shows a 
profit. 

Sales of electricity to residential 
users and industrial users are 
exceeding the same period last year, 
while commercial sales have 
dropped several thousand dollars. 
Overall electrical sales are up by 
$115,000 for the year. However, 
cost of purchasing this electrical 
current also rose by $82,576, giving 
the utility a growth in gross profit 
for the year thus far of $32,424. 
This additional income was needed, 
as operating expenses soared in the 
aftermath of the March flood, 
decreasing the bottom line by 
$38,639 year-to-date.

There is a total of $1,518.44 in 
overdue accounts, and collection of 
bad debts was reportedly $1,513.10. 

The board voted to pay Baker 
Tree Service $600 to remove some 
trees which the utility department is 
not equipped to remove. 

A proposed budget of $4,045,000 
was presented to the board for 
approval and was adopted with little 
discussion. Chairman Tim Johnson 
explained it was based on the pre- 
sent year’s actual expenditures. He 
added that the budget of the utility 
is subject to wide fluctuations, vary- 
ing with the volume of electric 
power used by residents, businesses 
and industry. 

The utility board voted to active- 
ly support the installation of electri- 
cal surge protectors and offer them 
for sale to customers. Residential 
customers will be offered the ser- 
vice first, followed by commercial 
users. 

The surge protector program will 
supplement the improvement of 
system grounding citywide. Two 
additional employees will be hired 
for three months to help with 
installing grounding cables wherev- 
er meter readings show they are 
needed. 

Monthly bills totaling $41,684.10 
were approved for payment. 

The board voted to support the 
establishment of an Economic 
Development Board to attract new 
business and industry to Elba. This 
has also been endorsed by the 
Industrial Development Board, 
Chamber of Commerce and others 
and is a brainchild of Mayor James 
Grimes.

in at the Coffee County Jail on 
September 16) followed a complaint 
being filed against Patrick by 
Bancroft Cooper, owner of Elba 
Pawn and Gun. 

The original complaint filed with 
the Elba Police Department alleged 
that Patrick pawned the title to two 
vehicles which he did not legally 
own for money. The amount of 
money involved in the transaction 
was $150 for each of the titles/cars 
for a total of $300.00. 

Chief Whitworth had requested 
that the Alabama Bureau of 
Investigation look into the matter of 
the complaint since it was filed 
against a member of his police 
department. 

After several delays, Patrick was 
tried September Ist on the two 
charges of theft and found guilty on 
one of the charges and not guilty on 
the other. The conviction on the one 
charge has been appealed by Patrick 
and his attorney G. A. Lindsey. 

Lindsey, who also represented 
Patrick in the review board hearing, 
contended that the hearing should 
not be held until the case on appeal 
has been decided. 

The board heard testimony from 
Chief Whitworth that he had been 
told Patrick had made indirect 
threats toward fellow police offi- 
cers; also, the chief said that he 
would recommend Officer Patrick’s 
termination, even without a convic- 
tion, due to testimony offered in 
court that he had forged a signature 
on an automobile title of ownership. 

The review board listened to wit- 
nesses for more than two hours 
before retiring for about a half hour 
to discuss the testimony and reach 
its decision. 

Patrick was sentenced to thirty 
days in jail and ordered to pay resti- 
tution and court cost. He is free on a 
$500 appearance bond pending the 
outcome of his appeal.

Two weeks after enrollment was 


opened, the Alabama Department of 


Public Health has received applica- 
tions from 6,000 families to enroll 
children in the new “no fee” or 
“limited fee” health insurance pro- 
gram. 

The ALL Kids Insurance Program 
Started accepting applications 
August 25. As of September 9, 
some 410 families had been 
approved for the program and 662 
applicants have been referred to 
Medicaid. Eligible children will 
begin coverage October 1, 1998. 

Children up to the age of 19 from 
families earning between 100 and 
200 percent of the federal poverty 
limit are eligible for the new pro- 
gram. Children in families with 
lower incomes will be eligible for 
Medicaid coverage. 

Dr. Donald Williamson, state 
health officer, said that families that 
appear to be potentially eligible for 
Medicaid will be notified and the 
application will be forwarded to 
Medicaid for processing. 

“A program like this only comes 
along once in a generation,” said Dr. 
Williamson. “We encourage all eli- 
gible families to consider enrolling 
in either ALL Kids or Medicaid, and 
to take advantage of this wonderful 
program.”
